BYU's  victory  was  the  second  of  the  day,  since  they 
took  the  first  half  of  the  double-header  6-1. 


The  BYU  rugby  teain  was  able  to  beat  a  deter¬ 
mined  Long  Beach  State  squad  in  an  exciting  dou¬ 
ble-sudden  death  playoff  game  20-12  Friday,  but 
met  disaster  when  they  faced  a  powerful  Califorma- 
Berkeley  squad,  losing  to  the  defending  national 
champs  by  a  44-6  margin  Saturday. 

The  loss  to  U.C.  Berkeley  in  the  championship 
final  game  gave  BYU  a  second  place  finish  for  the 
Pacific  Coast  Collegiate  regional  rugby  tourna¬ 
ment,  and  gave  Berkeley  the  right  to  move  on  to 
Athens,  Ga.,  to  compete  in  the  national  cham¬ 
pionships.  The  three-time  defending  national 
champion  Berkeley  squad  will  try  to  gam  a  fourth 
national  title.  . ,  rl„ 

BYU  rugby  coach  John  Seggar  said,  ‘  They  (Ber¬ 
keley)  were  too  big  and  too  fast  for  us.” 

‘‘Our  advantage  was  that  our  forwards  were  able 
to  control  the  ball,”  said  Berkeley  coach  Ned 
Anderson.  “BYU  has  a  good  team.  We  knew  we 
had  to  play  a  great  game,  and  we  did,”  he  said.

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The  scientific  revolution  left  humans  without  an 
ordered  concept  of  the  universe,  said  Kent  Nielsen, 
assistant  professor  of  physics  and  astronomy,  at 
the  Flea  Market  of  Ideas  on  Thursday. 

Aristotle’s  universe,  he  said,  was  well-defined.  It 
gave  certainty  and  assurance.  In  his  universe,  “ev¬ 
erything  knows  its  place  and  does  what  it  is  sup¬ 
posed  to  do.” 

But  Copernicus  “wanted  to  rearrange  the  uni¬ 
versal  furniture,”  Nielsen  said.  He  upset  the  order 
of  the  universe  by  “changing  the  hierarchical  gov¬ 
ernment  to  a  central  government.” 

Copernicus  theorized  that  order  radiated  out 
from  the  sun,  which  was  at  the  center  of  the  uni¬ 
verse.  Copernicus’  views  contradicted  the  accepted 
idea  of  the  time  that  the  earth  was  at  the  center. 

According  to  the  earth-centered  theory,  the  uni¬ 
verse  is  a  series  of  spheres  radiating  out  from  the 
earth.  Higher  spheres  govern  lower  ones.  Thus, 
the  sun  controls  the  stars  and  planets,  and  the 
planets  rule  their  moons. 

Under  new  theories,  the  universe  became  infi¬ 
nite,  Nielsen  said.  “If  our  sun  is  just  another  star,  it 
leaves  you  hanging  there  out  in  space.” 

There  wasn’t  the  problem  of  displacement  or 
anonymity  in  the  Aristotelian  universe.  “Every¬ 
thing  was  in  its  place,”  he  said. 

Heavy  elements  —  earth  and  water  —  con¬ 
glomerated  at  a  point  at  the  center  of  the  universe; 
ight  elements — fire  and  air — rose  from  that  point 
and  the  heavenly  element  —  ether  —  rotated 
around  that  point. 

The  solar  system  was  organized  into  ascending 
spheres,  with  hell  being  the  lowest,  earth  next, 
then  air,  fire  and  the  heavenly  spheres. 

The  heavenly  spheres  contained  the  planets, 
stars,  sun,  and  as  adopted  by  Christianity,  the 
dwelling  place  of  God. 

Further,  Nielsen  said,  life  itself  was  graded  into 
categories  —  non-living,  vegetable,  animal  and  hu¬ 
man.  To  these  levels,  theology  added  spirits  and 
angels. 

Differences  between  theology  and  science  were 
reconciled  by  Aquinas,  he  said.  Christianity  be¬ 
came  the  greatest  of  the  Aristotelian  sciences.  All 
other  sciences  “were  handmaidens  to  theology.” 
Copernicus  upset  that  harmony,  he  said. 

If  Copernicus’  theory  is  true  and  the  sun  is  the 
center  of  the  universe,  he  said,  then  the  earth  is  in 
one  of  the  heavenly  spheres,  according  to  Aristotle. 

“And  if  that  is  true,  where  is  hell?”  Nielsen  said. 
Traditionally,  hell  is  at  the  center  of  the  earth, 
which  is  now  in  heaven. 

A  falling  rock,  if  Copernicus  is  right,  should  fall 
to  the  center  of  the  universe,  the  sun. 

Of  course,  Nielsen  said,  new  notions  about  heavy 
objects  solved  the  dilemma  of  the  rock,  but  people 
are  still  left  with  a  universe  that  lacks  direction; 
things  are  no  longer  ordered. 

From  the  time  of  Descartes,  science  has  taken  on 
a  “mechanistic”  view.  The  universe  is  explained  as 
a  great  machine  and  nothing  more. 

“Man  becomes  explicable  as  part  of  a  meaning¬ 
less  machine,”  Nielsen  said.  “We  ask  ‘Where  are 
we?’  “Where  are  we  going?’  “Why  are  we  here?’  ” 
He  said  he  sighs  at  the  days  when  the  universe 
made  sense.

The  letter-to-the-editor  writer  is  no  different  to¬ 
day  than  he  was  20  years  ago.  Writers  are  annoyed, 
offended,  shocked  and  appalled  with  the  same  fer¬ 
vor  that  possesed  them  in  the  early  1960s  —  and 
about  the  same  issues. 

“A  $7  fine  is  not  only  entirely  unreasonable  but  is 
not  justifiable  in  any  way,”  wrote  one  irate  Uni¬ 
verse  reader  who’d  been  nabbed  by  BYU  Security 
on  Sept  27,  1960. 

In  1978  a  disgusted  reader  complained  over  the 
same  issue.  “How  about  a  mandatory  death  penalty 
for  all  parking  violations  and  snowball  fights?” 

Parking  problems  aren’t  the  only  complaints  stu¬ 
dents  of  20  years  ago  share  with  those  of  today. 
School  spirit  was  the  subject  of  some  heartfelt  stu¬ 
dent  rhetoric. 

School  Spirit 

“I  am  ashamed  at  the  lack  of  school  spirit  display¬ 
ed  at  the  football  game  last  Saturday,”  wrote  one 
student  in  November,  1960. 

And  on  October  12,  1982  a  reader  wrote,  “On 
September  26  I  attended  my  first  football  game  at 
BYU.  I  was  shocked.  No,  excuse  me,  I  was  abso- 


Standards  have  also  inflamed  students  for  years. 
In  1982  students  complained  comparing  the  silent 
referral  system  to  Orwell’s  “big  brother”  in  “1984”. 
But  in  1960,  a  reader  wrote,  “It  is  a  shame  that 
some  individuals  cannot  adhere  to  the  rules  set 
down  by  the  university.” 

Mini-skirts 

While  similarities  exist  within  the  20-year  span, 
some  issues  were  unique  to  the  60s.  Mini-skirts 
especially  spurred  commentary.

In  response  to  the  Gadfly’s  accusations  came  this 
defense,  “Dear  Mr.  Kneeknocker,  I  like  short 
skirts.  Larry  Latimer.” 

Other  hot-beds  of  controversy  in  the  1960s  were 
Mormon  Democrats,  kissing  goodnight,  the  dyna¬ 
mics  of  the  Cougar  band,  boorish  audiences  in  the 
Harris  Fine  Arts  Center,  and  encroaching 

Writers  of  the  1980s  can  add  to  their  list  the  deer 
hunt,  fat  coeds,  and  ASBYU  elections. 

The  new  GE  program  was  the  brunt  of  reader 
rhetoric  in  the  late  70s.  “Is  the  new  GE  program  a 


lutely  disgusted  by  the  gross  shortage  of  school 
spirit.”  In  1982  another  student  complained.  “In 


our  enthusiasm  we  are  greeted  by  blank  and  irri¬ 
tated  stares.” 

The  ticket  policy  is  another  subject  about  which 
students  have  expressed  vehement  ire.  Sugges¬ 
tions  from  students  over  the  years  sound  quite 
similar.  In  November  1961,  a  reader  suggested, 
“The  public  cannot  purchase  tickets  until  the  stu¬ 
dents  have  had  first  choice.” 

Wrote  one  reader  in  1982,  “There  are  three  main 
reasons  I  decided  to  come  back  to  BYU  this  fall: 
A)  the  coeds,  B)  BYU  football,  and  C)  and  educa¬ 
tion  .  .  .  I’ve  been  finding  plenty  of  A  &  C,  but  none 
of  the  promised  tickets  for  B.” 

Students  in  the  early  60s  were  also  concerned 
about  sportsmanship.  A  battle  royale  enflamed  the 
pages  of  The  Universe  for  weeks,  as  it  has  done  in 
recent  years. 

“I  want  to  say  that  I  am  thoroughly  disgusted 
with  the  sportsmanship  which  the  students  at  the 
university  display  at  sports  activities.” 

A  1960s  reader  complained^  “If  one  yells  the  reac¬ 
tion  is:  ‘Who’s  that  idiot?’  ”  In  1961  four  readers 
wrote,  “We  definitely  feel  there  is  no  room  for 
booing  at  BYU  at  any  time.” 

Even  the  cheerleaders  were  hurled  into  the  fray. 
“Quit  being  entertainers  with  three-part  harmony 
by  Stravinsky  and  gymnastics  on  the  side,”  two 
men  admonished  the  1960  squad. 

Clubs,  social  units 

In  1961  around  election  time  another  controversy 
enveloped  the  students  —  social  units. 

A  petition  to  place  an  initiative  on  the  ballot  to 
abolish  social  units  caused  comment  in  the  letters  to 
the  editor  section  of  the  newspaper  years  ago. 

Wrote  one  frequent  contributor  known  only  as 
“the  Gadfly,”  “All  clubs  and  organizations  are  as 
good  as  the  people  of  which  they  are  composed.” 
But  the  controversy  apparently  didn’t  enrage  ev¬ 
ery  student.  One  reader  characterized  the  apathe¬ 
tic  bunch  as  “we  9,000  or  more  unwashed  BYU 
students  who  don’t  give  a  fig  newton  about  social 
units.”

While  the  men  at  BYU  have  complained  fre¬ 
quently  about  the  girth  of  co-eds,  the  co-eds  have 
retorted  in  kind.  Wrote  one  in  1978  “Guys,  I’m 
going  to  miss  you  when  I  go  home  to  sunny  South¬ 
ern  California  this  summer — almost  as  much  as  the 
worms  on  the  sidewalks.” 

Public  display  of  affection,  (affectionately 
termed  PDA  by  BYU  students)  is  a  concern  of 
modem  students,  but  the  students  in  the  60s  were 
even  more  outraged.  “Let’s  stop  acting  like  a  bunch 
of  sex-starved,  love-sick  children  and  realize  there 
is  a  time  and  a  place  for  everything,”  wrote  two 
students.  So  there. 

Editorials  on  editorials 

Of  course,  the  quality  of  Cougar  rhetoric  has 
been  lambasted  far  and  wide.  Wrote  one  livid  read¬ 
er  in  1961  in  response  to  a  Daily  Universe  editorial, 
“I  have  just  finished  reading  your  puerile,  if  not 
ridiculous,  editorial .  .  .” 

Another  complaint  about  student  semantics  was 
registered  by  a  reader  in  1962.  “But  I  for  one  am 
sick  of  the  rather  trite  and  oft  used  phrase,  “the 
Lord’s  University.”  Of  course  student  reverence 
and  library  noise  are  a  problem  for  students  today.

And  evidently,  in  1962  as  well.  “Our  new  library  is 
undoubtedly  the  noisiest  in  existence,”  complained 
one  student. 

Finally,  with  the  famous  engineers  vs.  educators 
controversy  still  fresh  in  the  student  mind,  we 
read,  “There  can  be  no  field  more  challenging,  and 
more  mentally  stimulating  than  engineering.”  This 
was  written  in  1962. 

And  in  1982:  “Engineers  are  not  the  elite  gods  of 
.the  university,  regardless  of  what  they  think.” 

“The  letters-to-the-editor  have  got  to  be  the 
most  frequently  read  items  in  the  Universe,”  wrote 
one  reader  in  1982.  One  letter,  written  by  a  student 
on  the  Washington  Seminar  wrote,  “I  am  writing 
this  letter  to  tell  you  how  utterly  dismayed,  dis-  ; 
gusted,  and  appalled  I  am  ...  I  know  that  if  I  were 
(at  BYU)  I  would  be  appalled  about  something  .  .  .

“According  to  the  gospel,”  Nibley  wrote,  “lunch 
should  be  the  least  of  our  concerns.”  Some  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  church  feel  there  is  a  dichotomy  inherent 
in  the  pursuit  of  spiritual  and  material  welfare;  one 
of  these  two  “masters”  must  take  precedence  in 
goal-setting. 

Steven  R.  Covey,  associate  professor  of  organi¬ 
zational  behavior,  thinks  this  is  a  false  dichotomy.

Trying  to  make  money  is  a  grave  concern  for 
students  at  BYU.  But  Brigham  Young  said  the 
purpose  of  B  YU  is  “to  increase  intelligence  in  the 
minds  of  the  people.  To  do  this  should  be  your 
constant  study  in  preference  to  how  we  shall  secure 
that  farm  or  garden.” 

Do  LDS  church  members  have  to  be  affluence- 
oriented?  “I  think  they  have  to  be  when  they  have 
12  kids  and  pay  10  percent  tithing!”  quipped  Steve 
Rhondeau,  a  junior  from  Napa,  Calif. ,  majoring  in 
zoology. 

And  Dr.  Reed  Blake,  professor  of  sociology  at 
BYU,  said,  “The  nature  of  inflation  makes  it  ex¬ 
tremely  difficult  for  people  who  would  like  to  serve 
to  do  so.” 

Nibley  quoted  an  imaginary  freshman  in  an  inter¬ 
view  with  God  as  protesting,  “But  my  purpose  in 
life  is  to  get  more  and  better  lunches!” 

Is  there  anything  wrong  with  being  affluence- 
oriented?  “I  think  it’s  justified,”  said  Rob  Brady,  a 
senior  from  Brea,  Calif.,  majoring  in  economics. 
“We  are  just  as  much  as  anyone  else.  The  fact  that 
we’re  affluence-oriented  doesn’t  mean  we’re  not 
spiritually  oriented  as  well.  We  want  both.” 

“The  Saints  no  longer  speak  of  making  the  land 
blossom  as  the  rose,  but  of  making  a  quick  buck  in 
rapid-turnover  real  estate,”  said  Nibley.  “(BYU 
students)  are  not  interested  in  improving  their  ta¬ 
lents  but  in  trafficking  in  them.” 

“(Affluence-orientation)’s  a  necessary  evil,”  said 
Lance  Pierce,  a  junior  from  Littleton,  Colo.,  major¬ 
ing  in  English  and  media  sales  management. 

“Who  isn’t  hyped  up  about  being  successful?” 
Gallagher  said,  “We  are  success  oriented,  we  want 
to  be  the  best.  We  all  enjoy  those  things  don’t  we?” 

“I  think  it’s  great  that  you’re  pushing  to  do  your 
best,”  said  Jerry  Hodson,,  a  junior  from  Phoenix, 
Ariz.,  majoring  in  Business  Management.  “It  de¬ 
pends  on  what  you  think  is  best.” 

According  to  John  Seggar,  professor  of  sociology 
at  BYU,  LDS  Church  members  sometimes  try  to 
place  themselves  beyond  worldly  norms.  “One  of 
the  problems  is  that  even  though  we  like  to  think 
we’re  apart  from  the  world,  we’re  very  much  in  it,” 
he  said.  “I  think  typically  that  we  delude  ourselves 
thinking  we’re  different.” 

Good  life 

Segger  added  pursuit  of  material  success  is  an 
American  norm.  “Americans  generally  are  used  to 
“the  good  life.”  This  success  ethic  also  pervades  the 
LDS  chtirch.  “The  issue  of  independence  is  charged 
with  special  emotion  for  Americans.  The  word, 
moreover,  has  become  a  fetish  for  the  LDS,”  Nib¬ 
ley  wrote. 

Despite  the  success  ethic  prevalent  in  the  United 
States  today,  LDS  church  members  still  feel  a 
strong  need  to  keep  their  pursuit  of  financial  suc¬ 
cess  in  “perspective.” 

“I  don’t  think  the  average  student  comes  here  to 
be  more  spiritual.  He  comes  to  get  a  degree  and  to 
be  successful,”  said  Fred  Lyons,  a  senior  from 
Boise,  Idaho,  majoring  in  business  finance. 

“I  see  nothing  wrong  with  pursuing  money,  as 
long  as  things  are  kept  in  perspective,”  Pierce  said. 
“Money  shouldn’t  be  the  all-ending  panacea  for  life
